Sheriff Donald J. Skerritt and 
pilot Al Newby, after an early 
morning flight over the area, 
said “a mountain slid into the 
river.” They estimated the slide 
was 200 to 300 feet high. 

They reported the 35-mile 
Hebgen Reservoir was “tipped 
askew” by the quake with the 
north shore dropping from 6 to 
15 feet and the South shore ris- 
ing as much. They said a giant 
fissure opened up the length of 
Hebgen Lake on the north side 
all the way to West Yellowstone. 

A campground in Madison 
canyon was completely buried 
by the slide, the sheriff and pilot 
reported, and bits of wreckage 
which appeared to be part of 
tents and trailers were littered 
about in the debris. 

At least two of the fatalities 
happened in the Clief Lake 
area, Sheriff Lioyd W. Brook 
said. They occurred when a 
huge cliff tumbled over. 

Cars from Ennis began ar- 
riving in Virginia City about 2 
a.m. Monday, the officer said. 
Since then they were coming in 
at the rate of about one every 
three minutes. Arrangements 
were made to care for many of 
the evacuees. 


Damages at City 
Were relatively minor. They 
were confined to a few okier 


buildings. 
The quakes shook Yellowstone 
National Park, filled with sum- 


}mer tourists. The Park Hotel 


and Mammoth hot springs 
rumbled for several minutes 
and at least one auto was 
trapped inside the park by a 
rockslide. 

Most of the residents of 
Ennis, Mont., about 50 miles 
downstream from Hebgen Dam, 
were evacuated in the pre-dawn 
hours but about a hundred 
remained. The evacuation was 
ordered when it appeared the 
third of a million acre feet in 
Hebgen Lake might pour down 
on them. The evacuation was 
called off when the moun- 
tainslide blocked the river so 
tightly it shut off ail the 
stream’s flow. 

The ,Montana Power Co., 
which owns the dam, said at 7 
am. it was leaking. One 
spokesman expressed fear it 
“could go.” Earlier the com- 
pany said there was a hole in 
the top of the dam,

U.S. Cannot 
Comply With 
Debre’s Bid, 
Sources Say 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The 
United States can not comply 
with France's request for sup- 
port in her war in Algeria, au- 
thoritative sources said Mon- 
day. 

This is neither a new nor an 
easy position but the only 
honest one, high level infor- 
mants added. It will be Presi- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower's 
task to make this clear when 
he meets French President 
pore de Gaulle in Paris Sept. 


The State Department had n9 
official comment on French 
Premier Michael Debre’s speech 
of Sunday. Debre said France 
has the right to request that 
her allies give her their “most 
complete support” in Algeria. 

Press officer Lincoln White 
declined to comment on the 
Debre speech at his news con- 
ference Monday. Other State 
Department officials, however, 
remarked that the speech con- 
tained an unusually strongly 
worded warning obviously ad- 
dressed to Eisenhower before 
his visit with De Gaulle: 

Last year the United States 
abstained from voting in the 
United Nations when Algeria 
was discussed. France was 
hurt. This year, at least as 
things stand today, America will 
follow the same course, officials 
predicted. 

US. policy is to leave it to 
the two parties to work out a 
solution themselves, officials ex- 
plained. 


PARIS (UPI)—French politi- 
cal circles said Monday Gen. 
Charlies de Gaulle would invite 
the Algerian rebels to truce 
talks in Paris on terms more ac- 
ceptable to the insurgents than 
previous peace offers.

NEW YORK  (UPI)—The 
worst power failure in New 
York City history paralyzed a 
vast area of upper Manhattan 
for up to 13 hours Monday and 
early Tuesday, leaving half a 
million residents sweltering 
during the most intense heat 
wave of the season. 


The heaviest one-day use of 
power in the city’s history—at- 


was blamed for the massive 
power failure which knocked 
out all electricity in a 500-block 
section of the upper East and 
West sides, leaving tenants 
without cooling devices, eleva- 
tor service, lights, radio and 
television. 

Power to the East Side area 
affected—a stretch bounded by 
73rd and 110th Streets and the 
East River and Fifth Avenue— 
was restored by midnight. 
Service to the West Side sec 
tion hit—from 59th to 110th 
Street and from Central Park 
west to the Hudson River—was 
back to normal at 3:42 a.m. 

The power failure, resulting 
from peak use of air condi- 
tioners and fans, occurred at 
2:49 p.m. Monday when seven 
cables of the Consolidated Edi- 
son Co. burned out on the West 
Side, knocking out electrical 
service in the area. The com- 
pany in turn decided to shut off 
the remaining 13 cables of the 
network, situated in the East 
Side, because, officials. said, 
they would not have been able 


to handle the load alone. To

The power failure, coming on 
one of the hottest days of the 
year, disrupted some subway 
service for hours, knocked out 
elevator service in towering 
apartment buildings that 
und in the affected area, 
forced some restaurants to 
close and. shut off the police 
department's traffic light net- 
work, resulting in a chaotic 
situation for cars, taxis, buses 
and trucks. 

Twelve hospitals in the area, 
forced to use auxiliary power, 
eanceled all but emergency 
operations. One hospital was 
forced to transfer 200 units of 
blood to an unaffected 
hospital. Im another, a 7-year- 
old boy was about to undergo 
an appendectomy when the 
power went off. He was trans- 
ferred to another hospital. At 
another hospital a baby was de- 
livered by flashlight. 

There was a heavy run 
candles and flashlights. Po 
dealer reported he sold 3.500 
candles in two hours. Other 
dealers were charging five cents 
for candies that usually sell for 
a penny. Some children bought 
up huge stocks of these candles 
and went around selling them 
for as much as 10 cents.

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Harnessed by 
U.S. Scientist 


WASHINGTON  (Kyodo-Reu- 
ter)—A scientist at the Navy 
research laboratory here be 
lieves he has succeeded in har- 
nessing the power of the hydro- 
gen bomb, a Navy spokesman 
said Tuesday. 

But the scientist, Dr. Alan 
Kolb, needed to experiment 
further with new equipment to 
prove his theory, the spokes- 
man said. 

The “taming” of the H-bomb, 
by controlling thermonuclear 
reactions in the laboratory, has 
long been the goal of the three 
atomic powers—Britain, the 
United States and the Goviet 
Union. 

Dr. W. R. Faust, who assisted 
Dr. Kolb in the work, said there 
was evidence that reactions had 
taken — at a temperature of 


28 million degrees—much high- 
er than peratures previous- 
ly repo in this field, 


He said strong evidence was 
produced in the experiments 
that radioactive neutrons ‘ ob- 
served were of the true ther- 
monuclear type—indicating that 
a true sustained fusion reaction 
might have taken place. 


Harnessing the h 

fusion reaction involves heating 
“heavy” hydrogen to a suff- 
ciently high temperature for the 
hydrogen atoms to fuse together 
with a release of energy and 
containing the heated gas in a 
chamber long enough for the 
fusion to take place. 


The New York Times report- 
ed Tuesday that scientists at 
the laboratory had apparently 
been producing temperatures as 
high as 15 million degrees in re- 
cent weeks. 

They used a small research 
device consisting of a glass tube, 
about a foot long and 1.2 inches 
in diameter, surrounded by a 
magnetic coil. 

Deuterium gas, a form of 
heavy hydrogen, was pumped 
into the tube, heated and sub- 
jected to a ‘fantastic” burst of 
electricity, equal to thirty thou- 
sand million watts in energy.

A 124nan official tourist mis- | 
sion is scheduled to leave To | 
kyo for a tour of the United 
States and Europe Aug. 26. 

The mission, headed by 
shio Sakauchi, acting president 
of the Tourist Industry Coun- 
cil, is scheduled to visit the US. 
and eight European countries 
including Switzerland, Italy 
and France for about one month 
and a half. 

This will be the first tourist 
mission to be sent abroad by the 
Government. 

According to a four-year tour- 
ism expansion program worked 
out by the Transportation Min- 
istry, the goal set for 1963, or 
the final year of the program, 
calls for the visit to Japan of 
350,900 foreign tourists and the 
receipt of $200 million in foreign 
exchange.

Huge Power Plant 
Completed in Chiba 


CHIBA (Kyodo)—A _ 600,000- 
kilowatt power plant, believed to 
be the biggest in the Far East, 
was completed here yesterday 
by the Tokyo Power Co. 

Operation of the plant's 
fourth generator was approved 
by the International Trade and 
Industry Ministry yesterday. 
The 175,000-kilowatt generator 
began producing power the 
same day. 

The thermal power plant was 
built at a cost of ¥40,000 mil- 
lion. Generators and turbines 
were imported from the U5S., 
while the rest of the plant's 
equipment was made in Japan. 


Bus-Train Smash 


Injures Fourteen 

MISHIMA (Kyodo)—Fourteen 
bus passengers were injured, 
three of them seriously, in a 
train-bus collision last night at 
Chito-machi, Shizuoka Prefec- 
ture. 

The bus, carrying 24 persons, 
crashed into a Shuzenji-bound 
train of the Izu-Hakone Railway 
Co. at 6:22 p.m. while navigat- 
ing a crossing in the town. The 
train was derailed and the bus 
badly damaged. 


Two Ex-Town Officials 
Held for Embezzlement 


WAKAYAMA (Kyodo)—The 
Wakayama Prefectural Police 
yesterday arrested two former 
Officials of Hirokawa on suspi- 
cion of embezzling public funds. 

Toshio Matsushita, 49, former 
treasurer of the town office, and 
Toshio Umemoto, 50, former 
chief of the general affairs sec- 
tion, Were suspected of having 
embezzled a total of about ¥12 
million between April 1955 and 
April this year. 

The police also arrested Shozo 
Onishi, 30, a construction 
broker, on suspicion that he had 
received a bribe in the amount 
of ¥110,000 from Matsushita and 
Onishi as hush money.

300 Stage Strike 
At Shime Colliery 


FUKUOKA (Kyodo)—Approx- 
imately 300 members of the 
Shime colliery chapter of the 
National Railway Workers Un- 
ion yesterday walked off their 
jobs in protest over the arrest 
of six of its leaders Monday. 

The strikers staged a demon- 
stration in front of the Fukuoka 
prefectural police headquarters 
after holding a rally in the 
morning. A minor clash devel- 
oped when a police squad 
tried to dis the demonstra- 
tors. None of the unionists or 
policemen was injured, how- 
ever. 


Police, Strikers 
Injured in Clash 


More than a score of police- 
men and workers were injured 
yesterday in a clash at a photo- 
meter-making plant in Toshima 
Ward, Tokyo. 

About 200 workers of the 
Seiko Electrical Industry Co. 
who were on strike for higher 
wages, clashed with 300 baton- 
wielding policemen. 

Police said the clash occurred 
when the workers refused to 
comply with a court ruling to 
abandon the plant which they 
took over in protest over a 
wage dispute. 

Twelve workérs were arrest- 
ed for obstructing official duties.

One worker was killed and 
another seriously injured in an 
earthslide yesterday evening at 
the construction site of the 
Tsukamoto Building on the 
Ginza. 

The accident occurred as 10 
workers were digging ten 
meters below ground level.

The “three vices” are corrup- 
tion, violence and poverty. The 
three-point diplomatic policy 
calls for (1) diplomacy center- 
ing on the United Nations (2) 
cooperation with other free na- 
tions and (3) maintenance of 
Japan’s position as a member of 
the Asian group of nations. 


Suzuki said the campaigners 
against revision of the security 
pact should not forget that Ja- 
pan is in a state subordinate to 
the United States and that al- 
though Japan has a democratic 
parliamentary system, the con- 
servative party is always trying 
to force through undemocratic 
and reactionary measures. 

He said the Socialist Party 
should safeguard the normal 
parliamentary politics and de- 
mocracy and secure peace and 
independence. 

There is no other way for 
the Socialist. Party to achieve 
this aim but to grasp the politi- 
cal power, he said. It is diffi- 
cult to attain this aim without 
the support of a national move- 
ment outside the Diet, he said. 

In the event of another gen- 
eral election, Suzuki said, his 
party should put up 300 candi- 
dates in an attempt to gain a 
majority in the Lower House. 

Political observers said Suzu- 
ki’s statement would become a 
controversial issue within the 
Socialist Party, which is sched- 
uled to open its convention 
Sept. 12. 

hey said Suzuki's warning 
against optimistic views about 
the antisecurity pact revision 
campaign was directed at the 
left-wing Wada faction in the 
party, which recently stated 
that the Eisenhower-Khrushchev 
exchenge visits would increase 
the possibility of preventing re- 
vision of the Japan-U. S. securi- 
ty pact. 

Suzuki's emphasis on the need 
of the out-of-the-Diet national 
movement, the observers said, 
indicates his opposition to the 
views of the right-wing Nishio 
faction that the Socialist Party 
should show absolute respect 
for parliamentary democracy.

They 
rescued 14 persons, he added. 

The rainstorm and Typhoon 
No. 7, according to Murakami'’s 
report, caused the heaviest dam- 
age in Yamanashi and Nagano 
prefectures. Fukui, Shiga, Kyo- 
to, Mie and Shizuoka were also 
hard hit. 


Damage incurred by public 
works under Government juris- 
diction totaled ¥20,000 million. 
The amount of loss, Murakami 
estimated, might rise to about 
¥30,000 million. 

Agricultural and forestry 
losses caused by Typhoons No. 
6 and 7 were estimated at ¥13,- 
000 million, the Agriculture- 
Forestry Ministry announced 
yesterday. 

This includes about '¥1,800 
million for Typhoon No. 6, 
which hit Japan Aug. 9, and 
¥11,200 million for Typhoon No. 
7 which raged through the cen- 
tral part of Japan Friday. 

The ministry believed the es- 
timate would increase with the 
progress of investigations in re- 
mote typhoon-ravaged areas in 
¥amanashi and Nagano prefec- 
tures, where traffic and com- 
munications remain severed. 

According to an Education 
Ministry survey, damage caused 
to educational facilities by Ty- 
phoon No. 7 totaled ¥322,750,- 
000.

3 Space Ships to Mars 
Possible by U.S. in 1970s

LOS ANGELES—the United 
States may be able to put three 
manned space ships into a re- 
connaissance orbit around Mars 
in the 1970s, a U.S. rocket scient- 
lst sald recently. 


The first flight should be a 
fast trip, taking less than a year 
and allowing the ships to orbit 
around Mars for a month. 


The space crews would never 
land. They would send down 
especial instrument packages to 
study the Martian surface and 
atmosphere, said Dr. Krafft 
Phricke, design scientist with 
Convair Astronautics. 


Radio signals sent by those 
instrument packages would be 
the only real contact with Mars. 

This would allow surveillance 
of the entire Martian globe, 
while a landed expedition would 
have a limited area of move- 
ment, Ehricke told newsmen at 
a meeting of the American 
Astronautical Society. 

The flight would begin from 
an orbit around the earth. Here 
the Martian space fleet would be 
assembled 300 miles out in 
space. 

Three space ships would be 
used to insure safety and re- 
ability. The trip to Mars 
would take only 120 days on the 
direct fast flight. After a month 
of reconnaissance, the space 
ships could return to earth in 
about 170 days. 

Nuclear propulsion units to 
power the ships would be stand- 
ard units capable of a variety 
of space chores. They could 
power regular flights to the 
moon, power a base on the 
moon, and aid explorations else- 
where. 

Ehricke said the 1970s date 
was the earliest that the United 
States, spurred by competition 
with Russia, could expect to do 
the job. 

The problem of landing a 
space ship on Venus is about 
50 per cent tougher than land- 
ing one on the earth, two other 
missile scientists said. 

The Venutian atmosphere is 
mostly carbon dioxide and 
therefore heavier than the air 
we breathe. Friction created 
by a space ship approaching 
Venus would be greater and the 
problem of protecting the pas- 
sengers would be increased 50 
per cent, the scientists said.

Retired U.S. Miner Living 


With Power-Driven Heart 


PITTSBURGH (UPI) — Hoy 
Smith, a retired West Virginia 
miner, is living today with a 
power-driven heart. 

The 7i-yearold Fairmont 
man carries a battery which con- 
trols his heart beat. A heart at- 
tack last June knocked out 
Smi‘th’s own heart beat system. 

Smith’s heart was wired for 
its new beat in an operation at 
Presbyterian Hospital, where a 
surgeon sewed two electrodes 
into the wall of his heart. 

The heart attack, Smith's sec- 
ond, destroyed part of the nerve 
supply in his heart. These ner- 
ves form a conduction pathway 
through which the heart muscle 
gets its normal rythmic im- 
p.lses. 

When the attack destreyed 
these nerves, Smith’s heart beat 
only six to eight times a minute. 
He went into convulsions. 

His life was saved by two 
West Virginia doctors who wir- 
ed the skin of his chest and back 
to an electrode. This device sup- 
plied Smith the necessary num- 
ber of heart beats per minute, 
but the electrical shocks it pro- 
cuced prevented him from sleep- 
ing. Without the machine he 
went into convulsions. 

That’s when the doctors decid- 
ed to plant insulated electrodes 
directly into his heart and elimi- 
nate the body shocks. So far as 
they know, this is the first time 
such an operation was attempted 
on a patient who had to be kept 
alive by a pacemaker before and 
during the operation. 

The electrodes, both of which 
cause the heart to contract, 
transmit the shock directly to 


the muscles. They are attached 
to the exposed aspect of the 
muscle and stimulate the heart. 
The machine is set at 80 volts. 

Doctors explained that 
Smith’s heart is able to expand 
naturally. 

It is the first case on record 
in which the electrodes were 
planted inside the heart on a 
patient who had been subjected 
to the pacemaker attachment 
outside the heart for a prolong- 
ed period. The pacemaker was 
kept in operation during sur- 
gery. 

The pacemaker is a 50-pound 
machine which required a six- 
volt battery to operate it dur- 
ing Smith’s trip to Pittsburgh. 
He was still wired to the shock- 
ing machine when he entered 
the operating room. 

His new heart-beat regulator 
is a miniature pacemaker, a 
transistorized gadget the size of 
a pack of cigarettes. Smith car- 
ries it in a shirt pocket and re- 
gulates his heart beat with a 
knob which controls the electri- 


cal shocks.

In- 
cluded in this collection are 
elaborate pieces of furniture 
and outsized ornaments for 
which no suitable room has 
ever been found. 

Still in storage, too, are hand- 
some coronation gifts which 
were received from all parts 
of the world. 

The giftgiving is 
enough to 


almost 
turn the Queen 
against such simple duties as 
tree planting, because for 
each planting there is a gold 
or silver trowel used, which 
of course, is presented to her. 
No one has counted how many 
may be on hand. 

Prince Philip has helped 
solve some facets of the prob- 
lem by sending large collec- 
tions of the gifts “on tour” to 
be publicly exhibited, usually 
sad the benefit of various chari- 
ties. 

Other articles are sent off on 
“permanent loan” to suitable 
museums and art galleries in 
London and provincial cities. 

Some things simply have to 


be thrown out or given away. 

“The Queen decides and she 
is always extremely careful to 
advise the donors first so as 
not to hurt their feelings,” said 
a Buckingham Palace official. 

Linen, clothing, domestic ac- 
cessories and such will be sent 
to the Red Cross and women’s 
voluntary service for hospitals, 
or to persons in n 

The toys heaped upon the 
prince and princess are regular- 
ly sorted out and those for 
which the royal children have 

wn too old are sent off to 
charitable institutions and or- 
phanages. 

The one thing that the Queen 
never gives away is jewelry. 
She regards that as becoming 
part of the heirloom state jewel 
collection, to be handed on to 
the other royal ladies down the 
years. 

The Queen is grateful when 
as does sometimes happen, \she 
is asked what she would Nke 
as a gift to mark some special 
occasion. In this case she gen- 
erally requests the gift be in the 
form of a check, which she 
can donate to one of the many 
worthy causes of which she is 
patron.

is imagination, give “ten” to 
his memories, while the uneasy 
rerows of races past put his 
pen at the feather,-in the ink. 


There are many memories of 
many races and many rowers 
which have been handed down, 
as “Blues” and trophies have 
been handed down, from father 
to son.

Americans are devouring 
Japanese mandarin oranges fas- 
ter than Japan can ship them 
over. 

About 700,000 cases of the 
canned sweet fruit will be sent 
to the United States this year 
but many orders will be left un- 
filled, said a Foreign Office re- 
port on the mandarin orange 
boom. 

The 1960 goal is i million 
cases to the U.S. 

There is no fear of glutting 
the U.S. market, however, be- 
cause Britain, with fewer peo- 
ple, is buying 2 million cases 
this year, the Gaimusho said. 

The boom is strictly postwar. 
Export to America of the fruit, 
eaten by Japanese for centuries, 
started only five years ago. As 
promotion, free samples were 
given U.S. supermarket custom- 
ers. 

Now $17 million worth of 
mandarin oranges a year are 
shipped abroad and the fruit is 
climbing toward the class of im- 
portant Japanese exports such 
as pears, cameras and transistor 
radios.

These sources said that a 
broad agreement was reached 
beween Prime Minister Nobu-

in Tokyo, last December. 

Negotiations of the details be- 
tween the Foreign Office and 
Philippine reparations mission 
had dragged on due to disagree- 
ment over the formula of con- 
tracting the construction and 
installation work, the inform- 
ants said. 

In the talks under way since 
late last year, Japan insisted 
be 


treated equally with their 
Philippine counterparts. But the 
Philippines claimed it was im- 
possible to treat the two on an 
equal footing. It based its con- 
tention on the Philippine law 
prohibiting foreign business 
firms from directly contracting 
publie works. 

According to sources close to 
the Foreign Office and _ the 
Philippine reparations mission, 
the documents will be signed 
this week, although they did 
not know how the differences 
on this matter have been 
straightened out, 

The Marikina Dam will be 
built about 30 kilometers north 
of Manila at a cost of $54 mil- 
lion. This mammoth dam, ac- 
cording to the construction 
plan, will be capable of generat- 
ig 144 million kilowatt hours 
a year in addition to its irriga- 
tion and flood control functions.

Young said the rate of in- 
crease of the low-priced Japa- 
nese exports to Canada had 
reached alarming proportions. 


“Where the level of imports 
would be set, I do not know,” 
he said, “but at least we know 
there will be a limit.” 

George Watson, assistant 
Canadian director of the Tex- 
tile Workers Union of America 
said the decision to set up quo- 
tas was a step in the right direc- 
tion.

Cheaper Money Seen Main 
Product of Convertible ¥ 


By JOSEPH Z. REDAY 


This article will deal with 
international money and its 
very variable cost to people who 
use it around the world. 
Strangely enough, the cost of 
money is a subject which re 
ceives little attention from the 
world’s economic thinkers, and 
plays little part in the political 
decisions on whether or not 
money should be _ controlled, 
this in spite of the fact that 
the cost of money is about as 
important as any other single 
feature of international econom- 
ic competition. 


Lately, the European trading 
nations have been making a 
series of moves toward freeing 
somewhat their long tied up 
currencies. While nothing like 
a fully free exchange has yet 
appeared the trend is never- 
theless toward a less inconver- 
tible set of world currencies. 
Japan is doing a fair amount ot 
economic soul searching along 
the same lines, and Japan needs 
it, because the Japanese yen 
has for a good many years been 
one of the world’s most tightly 
controlled currencies, with no 
visible weakness to justify the 
control, 


Most discussion to date on the 
subject of Japanese currency 
controls has revolved around 
the question of whether the yen 
is strong enough to be decon- 
trolled. Possible because they 
are considered obvious, nobody 
seems to have said much about 
the benefits to Japan if the yen 
should be made freely converti- 
ble. The obvious answer is that 
it will increase trade, but I am 
not so sure that is wholly true. 
It is a lot easier to buy when 
you have a free currency but 
not necessarily easier to sell 
particularly when your cus. 
tomers have currencies which 
are nonconvertible. Import 
licenses are a greater barrier 
than money controls anyway, 
and there are few signs that 
those barriers are coming dow®m. 
Prices are a second barrier and 
convertible currency by itself 
does not. necessarily have much 
effect on cutting costs and sell- 
ing prices. 

t seems to me, then, that if 
Japan is seriously considering 
making the yen convertible, the 
Government should also con- 
sider freeing up some other 
fiscal areas, in order to get the 
full benefit of decontrolling cur- 
rency, which is to integrate the 
Japanese financial economy into 
the world money economy. 

As everyone knows, money is 
expensive in Japan. Industrial 
bond money for the soundest 
industry carries interest rates 
of over 10 per cent a year, and 
short term commercial money 
because of its scarcity can cost 
2 to 3 per cent a month on dis- 
counted bills and other forms 
of security. There is no such 
thing as preferred stock in 
Japan, but if there were the 
dividends would have to be set 
at probably 12 per cent or more 
to sell the stock. In the rest 
of the Orient, money costs are 
even higher—18 to 20 per cent 
a year on blue chip securities. 
In America, however, in spite 
of boom and rising costs of 
money, the rates paid by in- 
dustry for loan money are still 
less than half that in Japan, 
and a good preferred stock in 
the United States pays about 
7 per cent. European rates 
vary, but are somewhere be- 
tween those in American and 
those in Japan. 

This interest rate on money 
is a very, very important ele- 
ment in industrial production, 
and in international bysiness 
competition. If a given plant 
turns out a yearly gross pro- 
duct with a sales value equal 
to its investment cost, (which 
is abouc an average for a fair 
number of ingustrial categories) 
then the cost of carrying the 
financing for that plant in Japan 
amounts to at least 10 per cent 
of the selling price of the pro- 
duct, based on going interest 
rates. The same cost in Amer- 
ica would be 5 per cent or less, 
which means that the Japanese 
producer starts with a 5 per 
cent handicap which has to be 
made up for by cheaper labor 
or some other compensating 
cost element in order to com- 
pete. In commercial business 
the Japanese company. which 
pays perhaps 2 per cent a 
month to factor.a given trade 
transaction for say four months 
has paid 8 per cent in all com- 
pared to a yearly rate of about 
6 per cent for the same money 
in America. The competitive 
handicap is apparent. 

As I see it, therefore, if and

when Japan makes the yen con- 
vertible, the good effects will be 
maximum only if at the same 
time Japanese businessmen are 
allowed the freest access pos- 
sible to world money markets. 
Japan buys and sells something 
like $3,000 million worth of 
goods each way each year in 
foreign trade alone. While the 
financial carrying costs on this 
commercial activity are not de- 
terminable since they consist of 
tens of thousands of individual 
transactions, financed in thou- 
sands of different ways, they 
probably average out at some- 
thing like 2 per cent or more 
per month for periods of 30 to 
perhaps 120 days and longer in 
the case of such things as plant 
exports. With full money free- 
dom, Japanese businessmen in 
one way or another will get 
much of this fiscal burden car- 
ried at low world rates of less 
than half the present Japan 
rates.

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Over-All Diet Planning 
The Welfare Ministry has announced a three-year plan, 
which it hopes to launch with next year's fiseal budget, to 
get farmers, fishermen and low-income urban dwellers to 


change their eating habits. 


This is in response to the report of the advisory Nutri- 
tion Council, which called for less rice and more meat, 
dairy products and fresh vegetables in the national diet. 

As we noted in these columns on August 3 (editorial 
titled “Stunted by Diet”), the much applauded postwar 
growth in physical standards has actually been rather 
limited. That is, it is restricted to the smaller percentage 
of the population who have broken away from the tradi- 
tional unbalanced diet. The vast majority, while now 
getting enough food bulk, remain undernourished. 

To combat this problem, the ministry is asking for 
¥400 million to finance the stationing of nutrition experts 
and mobile kitchens in various areas. 

It will be an educational program, in other words. 
And as such it will supplement many similar efforts long 
attempted through printed media, television and radio. 
Mrs. Suzuki is instructed on how to fry hamburgers or toss 


a mixed salad. 


This is all very fine. But suppose, even providing that 
she has the money, that there is no butcher within miles 
and none of the greengrocers ever saw a head of lettuce? 

Similar conditions to that are the rule everywhere, 
even in many urban communities. Meanwhile we have 
another bumper rice crop coming up. 

The Welfare Ministry is to be lauded for its initiative, 
and its program is worthy of support. But, obviously, what 


is needed most in order to 


raise the nation’s nutrition 


standard is a program designed to make the more health- 


giving foodstuffs available to everyone. 


It might also be a 


good idea to try to reduce at the same time the supply 


of rice. 


Such a basic long-range effort as trying to revolutionize 
the people’s diet requires coordinated planning on several 


fronts. 


While the farmer's wife is being taught how to 


prepare western style meals, someone must teach the 
farmer the techniques of growing unfamiliar vegetables. 
Vegetable producers in Japan now are poorly organized 
and receive little or no advice from government agencies. 
As a consequence, they operate on the brink of financial 
disaster by not being able to gauge the fluctuating market. 
Shipping and marketing procedures need to be greatly 
improved—both to protect the people with a financial stake 
and to provide the consumer with a steady supply of 


nutritious foodstuffs. 


In many aspects of food production and distribution 


there have been miracles of improvement wrought d 


ng 


recent years. The benefits, however, have yet to be reaped 
by most of the population of this country. 


Malayan Election 
Today the people of the Federation of Malaya—the 
llth sovereign state of the Commonwealth of Nations to 
be set up—will go to the polls to elect a new House of 


Representatives. 


The Alliance Party, which has been in power since 
Malaya became independent in August 1957, is putting 
up candidates for all the 100 seats. 

The federation comprises the nine states of Johore, 
Pahang, Negri Sembilan, Selangor, Perak, Kedah, Perlis, 
Kelantan and Trengganu and the settlements of Penang 


and Malacca. 


It was in the eastern states of Kelantan 


and Trengganu that the Alliance Party was defeated in 
the state elections earlier this year. 

In the present federal elections, the party is stressing 
plans to transfer more land to the peasantry and to build 


better roads. 


It has also a program for improvement in 


education, especially in the Malay language. 
The over-all principle of the party, however, is the 
building of a multiracial society in which no single com- 


munity will have an unfair advantage. 
The party's chief opposition comes from the 


Moslem 


organization, the Pan Malayan Independence Party, which 
won the state elections in Kelantan and Trengganu and 
which is reported to be in a confident mood. This party 
is not considered to be anti-Chinese, but it nevertheless 
favors the idea of an Islamic state. Its strength is shown 
principally among the Malay rural classes. 

Unlike the case of Singapore, the Chinese are in a 
minority in the federation, although the minority is a 


large one.

Rightists’ ‘United Front’ 


| Groups to Coordinate Battle Against Opposition to Pact Revision 


The signs have been noted 
lately that the rightists are be- 
coming increasingly active once 
again—the first time since the 
years around 1954. 

On Aug. 5, the eve of the an- 
niversary of the atom-bombing 
of Hiroshima, rightist youth 
groups converged on Hiroshima 
to resort to harassment 
against the delegates to the 
world conference against nu- 
clear weapons. 

Using trucks, a jeep and a 
chartered plane, they assailed 
the delegates with noise, leaflets 
and naked force although in 
some instance they took their 
own beating at the hands of the 
irate delegates. One detachment 
forced a meeting on the night of 
Aug. 5, with Prof. Kaoru Yasui, 
the Lenin Prize-winning chair- 
man of the Gensuikyo (Japan 
Council Against Atomic and 
Hydrogen Bombs), a& the lat- 
ter’s hotel to vilify and tell him 
to resign. Another visited for- 
eigh delegates to the rally at 
their billet to urge them to 
leave Hiroshima. 

These obstructionists have 
been identified as members of 
the Dai Nippon Seisanto (Great 
Japan Creation Party), Gokoku 
Seinen Tai (National Protection 
Youth Corps), and Dai Nippon 
Aikokuto (Great Japan Patriotic 
Party). Altogether they num- 
bered 158, and their activities 
in Hiroshima, observers noted, 
were well-coordinated. 


Many Alike 


These are, to be sure. three 
of the most active of the or- 
ganizations of this kind. But 
there are many others of like 
inclinations which are willing 
to coordinate their activities on 
certain specific issues. 

On July 25, 19 such organiza- 
tions held a yr ene 
ling altogether 2, men—the 
largest assembly of this nature 
since the war according to secu- 
rity authorities—to fill Hibiya 
Public Hall. 

Its purpose was to voice their 
opposition to the opposition 
campaign being staged by leftist 
groups to the planned revision 
of the U.S.Japan Security Trea- 
ty. To rephrase it, they pledged 
pooling their efforts to help re- 
vise the evens apes 

The Hibiya rally was held un- 
der the auspices of a joint body 
named Aikokusha Dantai Kyo- 
gikai (Council of Organizations 
of Patriots), formed earlier in 
the same month. 

What does the creation of this 
new federation mean? Does it 
mean that the rightists, who 
were never since the war able 
to achieve unity in purpose and 
programs, are now united for 
a common cause? 

What has happened may be 
described as an attempt at co- 
ordinating their activities form- 
ing a “united front.” It was 
however, a far cry from unifica- 
tion of the varied groups under 
one leadership. 


Varied Aims 

There are today more than 
200 societies throughout Japan, 
which may be, for convenience’s 
sake, classified under the gen- 
eral category of rightist organl- 
zation. And yet, they are as 
varied in their objectives and 
approaches as their names dif- 
fer. 

Emphasis on the pre-1945 con- 
cept of “august national polity,” 
for instance. varies from one 
group to another. A few insist 
upon the absolute sanctity of 
the throne where, they argue, 
sovereignty must rest and not 
with the people. The majority, 
however, seem to stress more 


Socialists’ Platform 

The Socialist Party is charg- 
ed with the mission to realize 
socialism through parliamen- 
It is therefore hoped 
that the party will clarify its 
stand on this point at its com- 
ing convention. The party's 
present platform is quite ambi- 
xuous as to whether it should 
be a parliamentary party in the 
real sense of the word or a class 
party. The Socialist Party is 
also said to be under the domi- 
nance of the General Council of 
Japan Trade Unions (Sohyo). 
It is problematical whether the 
party at the coming convention 
will be able to free itself from 
Sehyo’s yoke and not yield to 
its pressure. The party is fur- 
thermore urged to clarify where 
HH will draw a line between 
it and the Communist Party in 
dealing with problems of com- 
mon interest, for instance, oppo- 
sition -to the revision of the 
Japan-U.S. Security Treaty.— 
Yomiuri Shimbun 


Typhoon Damage 

The damage caused by Ty- 
phoon No. 7 is estimated at 
¥50,000 million, and in the cir- 
cumstances it is reported that 
a supplementary budget may be 
necessary to rehabilitate the de- 
vastated areas. It is inevitable 
that the country will be hit by 
typhoons each and every year 
and therefore it will be practic- 
able for the nation to work out 
preventive measures against 
possible typhoon damage. Even 
with preventive measures, it 
will be impossible for Japan to 
be freed entirely of typhoon 
But it will be possible 
for the nation to minimize dam- 
age from typhoons if these 
measures are effectively worked 
out. And it is further hoped 
that funds for public works de- 
signed to prevent typhoon dam- 
age will be spent on a priority

Fishing Industry 

The development of an in- 
dustrial corridor along the In- 
land Sea coast of Chugoku poses 
a serious threat to the local 
off-shore fishing industry.

By KIYOAKI MURATA 
the “minzoku” (nation) aspect 
of the state. 

Some of them advocate mere 
ly “spiritual cleansing of the 
nation” as their objective, while 
at least another preaches as its 
goal the creation of a society 
similar to that under national 
socialism. 

In their day-today activities, 
several have openly condoned 
use of force “to counter the 
violence of the ieftists.” 

There are a few general 
characteristics, however, which 
are common to all these groups. 
They are (1) anti-communism 
and (2) traditionalism, the for- 
mer being, of course, a natural 
development of the latter. These 
two are wrapped up in a more 
euphonious label, “patriotism,” 
for public consumption. 

The campaign objective of the 
Council of Organizations of 
Patriots—revision of the US- 
Japan Security Treaty—too, is 
in accord with “patrioticm” be- 
cause, as the “patriots” them- 
selves put it, the revision would 
make Japan “more indepen- 
dent,” and the treaty, under the 
circumstances, cannot be entire- 
ly rescinded. And presumably, 
the rightist groups would not 
have preyed upon the Hiroshima 
rally if the sponsoring organi- 
zation had not included in the 
agenda its opposition to treaty 
revision. 


Lack Leaders 

There are other factors which 
also militate against a grand 
merger of the rightist groups. 
The absence of a leader to com- 
mand the respect and obedience 
of all the elements, for instance, 
is one. In prewar years, men 
of such caliber were not en- 
tirely lacking. Mitsuru Toyama, 
the founder of the Genyosha 
(Black Ocean Society), is one 
example. Today, none of the 
leaders of tne various groups 
meets the requirements of the 
position of prestige and author- 
ity Toyama, were he alive to- 
day, might hold. 

Another sine qua non for a 
merger of the rightist societies 
is the lack of an ideological sys- 
tem acceptable to all which will 
hold them together. Patriotism 
as such is much too unspecific 
to serve that purpose. What is 
needed is something similar to 
the concept of “hakko ichiu” 
(all corners of the world under 
one roof) or the doctrine of the 
Nazis. 


Financial Problem 

Still another factor which is 
believed to prevent unity 
among them is their financial 
conditions. The security au- 
thorities find it more difficult to 
pinpoint the financial sources 
of the rightist groups than in 
the case of the leftists. Although 


it ie a safe conjecture that the 
sources are quarters interested 
in combating the spread of left 
ist influence in Japan, any trans- 
fer of funds from a source to 4 
rightist group is done on 
a strictly confidential, source-to- 
leader basis. Therefore, a grand 
merger of the various groups 
would upset the existing rela- 
tions between the financial 
sources and their proteges. And 
this is patently inadvisable for 
all concerned. 


Ironically enough, the vitality 
and raison d’etre of these right- 
ist groups would depend upon 
the strength of the leftist in- 
fluences in Japan. If the Jeft- 
ists, for instance, mount force 
further in order to scuttle the 
treaty revision, then their red- 
blooded adversaries are likely to 
be encouraged in their activities 
both by their own “patriotic” 
sentiment and their financial 
supporters, 
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“You've been losing weight.”

Kotogahama’s name when 
outside the ring is Sadao Mori- 


gusa. 

He is a product of Kannon- 
zaki City. He was promoted 
to the rank of champion in 
March last year. 

During his days as an appren- 
tice wrestler, Koto together with 
Wakanohana was the principal 
in a famous incident. 

During a tour of the coun- 
try, he and the now famous 
grand champion decided to quit 
sumo and run away from camp 
because the training was so 
terrific and life so austere. They 
packed their meager belongings 


and stole out of their camp one 
night only to be caught by a 
senior wrestler named Rikido- 
zan (yes, the same Rikidozan 
who is famous today as Japan's 
biggest pro-wrestling attraction). 
The two youngsters were ad- 
monished by some stinging 
slaps on the face by their elder 
colleague and forced to change 
their minds. 


If it were not for Riki, both 
Koto and Waka would not have 
climbed up to their present po- 
sition in sumodom. 


Koto was raised to komusubi 
in 1953 and then to sekiwake in 
1956. After being wlemoted to 
komusubi once that year, Koto 
was again boosted to sekiwake 
which position he maintained 
in four tournaments before be- 
ing promoted to ozeki or cham- 
pion. He had a winning aver- 
age of 0.750 up to the time he 
became ozeki. 


He has been the recipient of 
the prize for outstanding per- 
formance twice and once for 
the fighting spirit award and 
the technique prize. 

Suffering from an internal 
disorder, Koto was not up to 
form this year but managed to 
rack up a 123 record in the 
recent Nagoya tournament. A 
little more effort will probably 
boost him to the highest posi- 
tion of yokozuna.

- Socialist ’59 Policy Draft 


The following is the gist of 
the Socialist Party’s draft ac- 
tion policy for 1959 adopted yes- 
terday: 

Domestic and International 
Situations: 

1. Advance toward Peace: 

The growing worldwide trend 
in quest of peace has prevented 
the outbreak of another war. 
The Eisenhower - Khrushchev 
agreement to exchange visits is 
an apparent manifestation of 
the desire of the peoples of the 
world for peace. 


The world is now drifting 
from diplomacy of power to 
that of talks. The Kishi Cabi- 
net's attempt to revise the Ja- 
pan-U.S. Security Treaty runs 
coumter to this trend, for the 
revision involves the danger of 
dragging this country into the 
vortex of a nuclear war. In 
these circumstances, our peace 
policy of “positive neutrality” 


has proved correct and im- 
portant. 
2. Intensified Competition in 


the International Market: 

The economy of the Soviet 
Union and Communist China 
has made rapid strides while 
weathering the difficulties that 
lie in the way. The purchasing 
power of their peoples have 
shown a phenomenal rise. But 
the Japan-U.S. security arrange- 
ment still keeps the door shut 
to this country’s diplomatic and 
economic exchanges with Com- 
munist China. This can no 
longer be tolerated by the Japa- 
nese people. 

k. Economic Status of Peo- 
ple: 

Struggles by the working 
class against enterprise and per- 
sonnel retrenchments are gra- 
dually assuming intense propor- 
tions, coupled with the vigorous 
fight being put up against the 
revision of the security treaty. 
There is strong political con- 
sciousness, especially among 
those workers who have been 
well organized or fought against 
lockouts or the Government's 
terroristic intervention in labor 
disputes. 

Meanwhile, however, rich 
farmers and people in the ur- 
ban middle class and upper 
stratum of the working class 
are inclined to cling to their 
status quo. On top of ijt, the 
low income bracket is still lead- 
ing a miserable life, left be- 
hind politics because of the 
lack of our organizing efforts. 

4 New Security Setup 

Threatens to Lead Japan As- 
tray: 
In the circumstances, the rul- 
ing class is going all out to 
revise the security treaty so 
as to make Japan more sub- 
servient to the United States 
militarily. 

Ostensibly, the Kishi 
is congratulating itself on its 
policy to restore Japan's politi- 
cal independence, t what it 


really ha¥ in mind is to 
strengthen the anti-Communist 
military alliance and oppress 
the democratic forces in this 
country with the aid of the 
United States. Economically, it 
is responding to the call of mo- 
nopoly capital for bigger pro- 
fits by helping it branch out 
into overseas markets and fos- 
tering the defense industry. 
These policies are clearly mani- 
fested in the Kishi regime’s plan 
to adversely revise the security 
pact and build up Japan's de- 
fense strength. 

So long as the Government 
pursues such policies, Japan 
will inevitably conclude a 
Japan-U.S. mutual military alli- 
ance based on the Vandenberg 
Resolution and arms the Self- 
Defense Force with nuclear 
weapons. Moreover, American 
nuclear weapons will be brought 
into Japanese soil, and the SDF 
will be forced into deployment 
overseas. Eventually, the con- 
scription system will be revived 
against the people’s will. 


5. The Japan Communist 
Party: 

The Japan Communist Party 
has not yet fixed its platforms. 
Its policies and actions lack 
consistency. And it has nocor- 
rect struggle formula based on 
a combination of a struggle in 
the Diet and actions toward the 
public. Yet, its tenacious pow- 
er of action cannot be ignored. 
We will conduct no joint strug- 
gie with the Communists on 
a party-to-party basis. Basical- 
ly, we will confront the Japan 
Communist Party in matters 
of policies and theories, and 
defeat it in the struggle to win 
public support. 

6. With the people: 

Consequently, we, on the 
basis of a deep analysis of Ja- 
pan’s external and internal 
situation, have clarified the fol- 
lowing: 

(1) The need to block the 
new security system aimed at 
by the Kishi Cabinet to safe- 
guard the livelihood and rights 
of the people and protect peace; 
and the inseparability of the 
moves to block the proposed 
security system from the polli- 
cles of peace and neutrality 
calling, among other things, for 
the restoration of normal dip- 
lomatic relations with China 
(Communist); 

(2) Execution of the Social- 
ist policies being the only way 
to end the strengthening rule 
of monopolistic capital. 
Reflecting on the Party's Ac- 

tions (self-criticism) 

1. Concerning the “election 
struggle”: 

The party’s campaign for the 
last House of Councillors and 
local elections lacked force and 
activity. For the party adopted 
the same campaigning formula 
as the conservative forces, was 
involved in expensive elections, 
and still more, put up guberna- 


‘justified . conservative 


torlal candidates supported 
jointly with the Liberal-Demo- 
cratic Party. Further, the par- 
ty failed to wage a satisfactory 
verbal battle with the Tory 
party over the security treaty 
and Japan-China (Communist) 
problems. It could not success- 
fully counter the Liberal-De- 
mocratic strategem of brand- 
ing the Socialists as Commu- 
nists and its propaganda that 
the Socialists are pro-Commu- 
nist. This was due to lack of 
the consciousness and actions 
based on party platforms and 
policies. 

2. Linkage between the 
party and mass movement: 

Reflections must be made on 
the following: 

(a) Because of its tendency 
to depend on labor union 
leaders, the ‘party failed to 
satisfactorily push its independ- 
ent policies in its Diet activity, 
labor movement and the popular 
movement: 

(b) The dull farmer-centered 
agricultural activity; 

(c) The inadequate smaller 
enterprise and low-income ear- 
ner activity and cultural ac- 
tivity. 

3. Concerning policies and 
propaganda: 

The party has confronted the 
Liberal-Democratic Party in 
matters of internal and external 
policies. Sweeping efforts must 
be made to win a right apprecia- 
tion and greater support of 
farmers and small entre- 
preneurs, particularly low-in- 
come earners, for the party's 
policies. 

4. Concerning international 
activity: 


The party’s mission to China. 


(Communist) has widened the 
window of the people’s dip- 
lomacy. However, the visit of 
the mission brought about un- 
propa- 
ganda. The party should have 
lost no time in countering such 
propaganda with sweeping coun- 
ter propaganda, 

5. Weakness of the organiza- 
tions and leadership: 

Reflections must be made on 
the fact that the party’s weak- 
ness is caused by such interlock- 
ing factors as an inadequate 
gain in the party membership, 
an inadequate qualitative im- 
provement of the party mem- 
bers, lack of the party’s politi- 
cal leadership with respect to 
mass organizations, particularly 
labor unions, and the weak 
finances of the party. Nominal 
party members who do not per- 
form party activity are rampant 
and the party cannot “absorb” 
youths and women who could 
lend youth and power of action 
to the party. To end such a 
state of the party, the qualita- 
tive improvement of the entire 


party is needed.

The Japan-ROK over-all talks 
pack all the elements of a 
storm just like the approaching 
typhoon season.

The oft<lisrupted talks were 
resumed Aug. 12 and again yes- 
terday, but no one is hazarding 
any guess on the future course 
of the negotiations.

Fujiyama and other leaders of 
the Foreign Office are obviously 
thinking twice before they 
speak up at the taiks lest they 
shoyld step on the tiger’s tail. 

Incidentally, the word “Japan- 
ROK negotiations” has been 
picked up by female office work- 
ers in the Kasumigaseki district 
as the latest addition to their 
professional jargon. 

It is used to refer to two girls 
who are smiling at each other 
one moment and cutting each 
other the next. 


Transportation Minister Wata- 
ru Narahashi, who last week 
made an inspection of the Rhee 
line area, made a report on his 
trip at a regular Cabinet ses- 
sion yesterday. 

He said that although the 
Maritime Safety Agency patrol 
boat carrying him cruised into 
and out of the ROK-imposed 
line, no Korean patrol boats ap- 
peared. 

It was a rare chance-for Japa- 
nese fishing boats which timid- 
ly followed his boat. The fish- 
ing boats, Narahashi said, could 
haul as much fish as they could 
that day.

TYPICAL JAPANESE COOK- 
ING. By Mrs. Tomi Egami. Eng- 
lish translation by Mrs. V.A. 
Mackenzie Skillman. Color illust- 
rations.

The author of this beautifully 
prepared book is versed in Chi- 
nese and Western culinary arts 
as well as Japanese. She spent 
three years in France from 1927 
through 1929, during which 
period she graduated from the 
Cordon Bleu Cookery School in 
Paris. With her large experi- 
ence of cooking of many coun- 
tries, she feels that the Japa- 
Nese dinner is unique and she 
experiences much pleasure in 
presenting these dishes to the 
world. 


The book is a work of art as 
well as a practical culinary 
guide. There are 24 lifelike 
color photos showing various 
foods and how these are prepar- 
ed and served on appropriate 
dishes, the size of the page, T%% 
in. by’ 10% in.,providing space 
for details in this regard. 


The characteristics of the 
Japanese dinner, as Mrs. Egami 
sees them, are (1) the quiet ap- 
peal of natural beauty in de- 
licious food which dedicated 
cooks produce; (2) the dishes 
which match the mood and ap- 
pearance of the food; (3) the 
flavor of soy sauce, the singular 
seasoning of Japanese origin, 
which is most palatable and 
satisfying. 

Practically every im t 
Japanese dish is covered and 
there are probably a few 
whose excellence is not general- 
ly known. A special effort has 
been made in the explanations, 
usually accompanied by dia- 
grams, to give the reader, and 
especially the foreign reader, in- 
sight into the more delicate 
operations, and in particular 
the artistic setting up of dishes 
dear to the hearts of Japanese 
epicures. 

A study of this book should 
not only supply readers with 
fresh and delightful ideas for 
the kitchen but also help to a 
greater understanding of an im- 
portant and interesting depart- 
ment of Japanese life. 

The book is provided with an 
index in which Japanese food- 
stuffs which are exported from 
Japan to America are specially 
marked. This should be of as- 
sistance to those using the book 
for practical purposes in the 
United States.—G.A.M.
